RESPONSE TO RESTRICTION REQUIREMENT 

This is a response to the Restriction Requirement dated August 5, 2008. 

The Examiner has identified three separate and distinct inventions within the claims of 
the above-identified patent application, namely: 

Group I. Claims 1-56, drawn to a method of making a medical device; 

Group II. Claims 57-74, drawn to a method of crimping a stent onto a delivery 
catheter; and 

Group III. Claim 75, drawn to a device for crimping stents onto delivery catheters. 

Applicant's election 

Applicant elects Group I, Claims 1-56. 

Moreover, the Examiner has asked the Applicant to elect one species with each of 6 listed 
groups of species. Applicant elects the following Species: 

Species 1: Adjusting temperature during a crimping step; 

Species 2: Tg of the polymer species is below ambient temperature; 
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Species 3 : Target temperature is below ambient temperature; 
Species 4: poly(vinylidene fluoride-co-hexafluoroproylene); 
Species 5: Balloon expandable stents; and 
Species 6: anitproliferatives. 

Applicant believes Claims 1-56 read upon the elected species. 

The election is made with traverse. In the division between Group I and Group II, on 
page 2 of the Office Action, the Examiner noted, "the inventions as claimed can have a different 
mode of operation since Invention II has the steps of positioning the stent on the catheter and 
crimping the stent on the catheter that are not part of claimed Invention I". Applicant submits 
that this is in error. Claim 3, which is dependent from Claim 1 , requires crimping of the medical 
device, such as a stent (Claim 9), to a catheter. Accordingly, the Examiner's basis for division of 
Groups I and II is in error. 

Applicant reserves his rights to filing a divisional application for Groups II and III, and 
the non-elected species.
